Elinor Glyn, author of “Three Weeks,” 
has set bohemian and “recherche” New

j about an dnterview which Mrs. Glyn is 
variously quoted as enthusiastically ad- 
mitting and as piously dis»vowing. 
Whether she did or din’t, she is receiv- 
ing the credit for the interview and— 
incidentally—the advertising. 

Mrs. Gilyn’s principal claim to fame, 
at the moment, is the creation of “Three 
Weeks.” The book was reviewed in 
these columng several weeks ago. The 
verdict then placed upon it has been con- 
firmed by the vast majority of comipe- 
tent criticg in the country. The point 
made was that the book, as art,.even 
as realism, was absurd to the degree of 
farce, and that tthe sheer excuse for its 
writing was its salacious appeal. 

We cannot, of course, ignore the fun- 
damentals of life. But when they are 
dealt with in fiction or philosophy, we 
demand that they at least be treated 
with truth and to serve some good pur- 
pose. Daudet’s “Sappho,” vicious and 
demoralizing ag some people thought ft, 
contained a powerful moral—the world- 
old story of the penalty that is meted 
out to headstrong youths who form Iil- 
Holt alliances. Other works could be 
cited, In which vice, whether clothed in 
gilt or rags, meets its inevitable pun- 
ishment, and which point the eternal 
scriptural axiom that “the wages 
of sin is death.”’ 

Such books, whether the product of a 
Tolstoi, a Daudet or a Zola, may be ab- 
sorbed with avidity by the reader in 
search of a fillip to the senses. But 
the poisonous portion of the story car- 
ries its own antidote, and ™ remains an 
open question whether mature readers 
are or are not damaged by their pe- 
rusal. 

“Three Weeks” has not @aven 
deeming merit of truth. It distorts life 
frankly, brutally. Its plot is an 
terly impossible one. The most saphis- 
iticated reader iwill hardly venture to 
gay that he has encountered its counter- 
part in real life, or that he expects to 
do so—no matter where his adventurous 
spirit may Jead him. It is true that 
the sbory is, ostensibly, hung on a mor- 
al, which is gtateg with labored distincet- 
ness that is very suspicious. The at- 
tempt is ‘to leave the impression that a 
man’s nature may be entirely revolu- 
tionized by love—elevated, his soul open- 
ed to new avenues of thought, his as- 
Pirations purified. 

The fact is so obvious as to be banal. 
Many men are transformed by love. But 
the dicthonary’s definition of that term 
and Mrs. Glyn's are as far apart ‘as the 
poles, and the characters she chooses to 
dyumonsitrate ther theories nevér could, 
and never would, {n real life, come with- 
in hailing distance of carrying them 
out. 

Books such ag these die of their own 
poison, within a short time. To censor 
‘their publication would be a foolish 
admission that the American reader was 
not of sufficiently healthy mind to do 
his own discriminating in this partic- 
ular, 

As to the controversy raging in New 
York at present—that {s another affair. 
Mrs. Glyn, flushed with her easily-ac- 
quired ‘triumphs, invaded the metropolis, 
and was at once petted and befondled 
by the gtt that makes a specialty of do- 
ing dts best to spoll those whom fit con- 
siders the lions or Monesses of the hour. 
She was invited to one particular func- 
tion—a gathering of the Pilgrim Moth- 
ers, the understanding being thait she 
was to address the meeting. As the 
story goes, some of the dames present 
took such violent exception to the 
eroticism of Mrs. Glyn’s book, that she 
was deliberately snubbed out of the 
privilege of airing her views. 

Whether the slighted authoress did 
did not “‘come back’’ at her critics, 
it is tolerably apparent that the orig- 
inal blunder lay in the extension of the 
invitation. The best way to deal with 
people whose views we do not approve 
is to ignore them altogether—not to 
‘have them around’ for the mere mor- 
bid pleasure of Inspecting them at close

There is no reason 
known to me why we should not have as 
uniformly efficient schools in the country, as 
in the cities, unless it is because the con- 
servatism, which looms large in the farmer, 
and the disposition to mix schools with ‘poll- 
tices are allowed to opstruct the _ policies 
which are necessary to the making of the 
best schools.

Judge Pendleton Issues Order 
to That Effect 


WILL RETURN UNPAID CHECKS 


Setoffs’ of Deposits Against Notes 
Apply Only to Paper Still in 
Bank—Hypothecated Paper 
Must He Met When 

ay Due.

If you have a deposit of $500 in the 
Neal bank and in consideration of a 
loan of an equal or larger amount, have 
given your note, your deposit can be 
applied in the payment of your note— 
provided your note is still in the bank's 
possession and has not been sold to an 
innocent party, 

An order to this effect was issued by

tinction between notes held by the bank 


and notes which have been hypothe- 


‘cated, but those familiar with the law 


deciare that the order will apply only 
to notes now actually held by the bank. 
Two Views of Case. 


This matter has been the subject of 
a great deal of interesting discussion 
since the state authorities took charge 


of the bank. Some have held that all 
obligations would have to be met and 
that depositors who owe the bank 
would have to take their chance of get- 
ting their money back the same as de- 
positors who are not in debt to the 
bank, claiming that any setoff would 
make a preferred creditor of the de- 
positor who happened to owe the bank) 
Others have held that a bank stands in 
the same position as any individual or 
other corporation and where a man is 
both a debtor to and creditor of the 
bank there must be a setoff, only the 
difference to be paid. There seems to 
be practically no division of opinion as 
to the fact that where the bank has 
sold a note the giver must meet it at 
maturity whether any deposit he may 
have had in the bank is returned to 
him or not. The note having been sold 
is in the hands of an innocent party, 
the bank is known only as an indorser, 
and the man who made it is responsi- 
ble for its payment, the fact that he 1s 
a depositor in the bank having no bear- 
ing on the case. 
To Return Unpaid Checks. 


All unpaid checks on other banks de- 
posited with the bank to the accounts 
of depositors will be charged off and re- 
turned to the depositors. 

This applies to similar checks not 
yet reported and not on the list at- 
tached to the petition as an exhibit. 

In describing the notes in question 
the petition stated that there were 
numerous notes and other evidences 
of indebtedness signed by customers 
with deposits on hand at the time a 
receiver was appointed, some of which 
have been become due and some are 
approaching maturity, that depositors 
had claimed and would claim set-offs, 
and it was asked that such notes 
should receive the credit of deposits. 

As to the checks on other banks, it 
set out that drawers had ordered pay- 
men on them stopped before presen- 
tation and that the order was obeyed 
by the bank. This was before a re- 
civer was named and before the fact 
of insolvency. The petitioners asked 
these unpaid 
checks be charged off the accounts 
and returned to the depositors.
